A gtftnr eruption is not at all like the 
play of a fdaiNilii, in irhich water b 

uusned by pressure to a uniform height, 
but is like a cataract of crystal*clear 
hot water, leaping upward as though in- 
stinct with life, then shivering into rock- 
ets of spray, each, as it cease? to rise, 
emitting a little puff of steam, which 
■hows too foroe that lifted it and which 
now leaves it, no longer able to nope 
aaainst the laws of j^ravity, to fnll to 
the steaming mound below m showers 
of opals and diamonds ; while the cen- 
tral portion of the column drojis down 
in an immense volume that .strikes the 
earth with a noise like the mar of dis- 
tant surf. Kvery instant tho column i.s 
changing its height and shape as the 
mighty forces of the inner world pulsate 
along with it ; and it is always enveloped 
and surrounded l)y lofty pillars of steam, 
swaying with the wind, constantly as- 
suming fantastic lorma and fringed vrith 
brilliant rainbows. There mau;nificent 
di-^play.s j^enerally occur at tixed periods, 
as in the case of ''Old Faithful,*' which 
spouts from an orifice seven feet long 
by two feet wide every .^ixty-seven 
minutes. It is the only large geyser 
known in the world which spouts so 
frecjuently and with such unfailing regu- 
larity, whence its name. Most of the 
geysers, however, spout at irregular in- 
tervalB, varying from three to four hours 
to several days, their eruptions lasting 
from twenty minutes to nine hours. 
' Between eruptions tfie geysers i^ener- 
Uly poixr^ut fRfkr tlMfr besnitifully on- 
liamented craters great puffs of steam, 
like high pressure engines, little iets of • 
scalding spray being constantly thrown 
to the top of the crater, while all the , 
time there is a sound of fierce boiling ' 
below, and in others the hot water ' 
Btanda— a wonderfully transparent pool 
-*-iil ba.sins ten to seventy-five feet 
across, within each of which is the well 
or tube from which the eruption occurs. 
No lan<^uage can adequately describe 
the gracefully curved and scalloped 
forms in which the silicious rock is de- 

SMdted on the bottoms and margins of 
ese basins, nor the beauty of the deli- 
cate colors with which they are dyed. 
Standing or lying all about the geyser 
craters tiro trees killed by the hot 
waters or their deposits. Nothing can 
be more spectral than these naked 
tmnks of trees, stripped of bark, bare of ^ 
branches, and bleached :is white as 
snow. Several of the largest geysers — 
especially "Old Faithful" and the ••Cas- 
tle"- -are of very recent origin, since ■ 
high up on the m uinds of each are 
found large trunks of pine trees, not yet 
wholly petrified, whioh had they been 
there many yoar.^ must have been com- 
pletely buried by the rapid deposit of

The ToImioco License Law. 
Vnder the existing law on this i^uljject. 
enacted by a Kepublican congress and 
kept in force for so many years, there have 
occurred some of the most outrageous hard- 
ships ever known in this country under 
any law enacted by congress. Men living 
long distances from tl e Federal Courts 
have been dragged from their homes troni 
one Imndred to three hundred miles to 
answer prosecutions for selling two or 
three pounds ol tobacco to a neighbor to be 
used as a cure for hog cholera or some- 
thing else of that kind. The Democrats 
tried to repeal this odious law at tlie last 
session of congress, hut the Republicans 
voted solidly against the repeal atnl kept 
tlie unjust law in oi)eration. If Captain 
Culbertson would vote diflerently fiom his 
party be must must be a new kind of a 
Republican. Here is a single instance of 
the hardships farmers suffer under the 
unjust law that occurred recently in St. 
Louis. It is cojiied from the P(»st-I)ispatch 
of a late date. And this is nut an t-xtit-me 
case. Hundreds like it have occurred in 
the last two or three years in all the tobacco 
growing states. And the Republican 
party is responsible for them all :

I'm now golnK on niy (i'ltli year. At my trial I 
admitted selling the tol»acro ttyi a ffW dollars, 
and was sent to tlie city Jail for tliirly days! 
The time explioJ this morning, and 1 was dis- 
charged, l)ul Ijord knows I wisli I could staj 
tlie.e, lor IM get sometluuK to t at aud a place 
to 8leep at least. I don't know a soul in ttiis 
city, and what am I koiuk to(n)? l'\ei>een 
cv r to llie mayor's ofhce hut he won't do 
anytiiiiiK for me. I was at the United Htateii 
court, hut the deputy marshal mid he wouldn't 
let me see the Judge, aud Uod knows I don't 
know what to do when night oomea on if I 
don't get assistance from eome quarter. IM 
could get back to Macou ceunty I would all 
right, out it looks now as If I'd have to Starve 
right herelntlieoity'satreets."

The needlof modern farming deruauil 
s great variety of tooli; inde<$d the 

groatosl difTor•^^^■ l.r'woen tlie favrii'n;^; 
of to-dav and of twenty years a^o is to 
befounain the ^at improrenient in 
all kinds of tools, and the ^eat saving 
of labor that tlioir u«e nccf>nii'li-*hes. 
Many of these iooh are expensive and 
require considerable skill in their use 
and care to ko»']) them in jrood repair, 
so that the small farmer who has onlv 
ooeHsional use for them, and can ill 
afford to own them, is placed in tl e di- 
lemma of not boin<^ able to do without 
tiiem nor to buy tJiem e.tlier; in his strait 
he is fain to liorrow. 

Now, if iic will but be onreful to ob- 
serve two or three rules in borrowinir. 
he will hAVe little trouble in my ^oo.l 
Christian neighb<jrhood, in j^ettinir a'ly 
tools he needs at any tiu»e the owner-* 
are not usinor tliem; but by neglect of 
thorn he will befojn * :in annoyance to 
the neiirhborhood, and unable to supply 
his needs without buying. 

First of all no tool should ever be bor- 
rowed without th'- kn' \\ ]< due and con- 
sent of the owner, n 'r w ithout an un- 
derstanding as to when it is to be re- 
turned. Second, anv borrowed tool 
should be returned immediately when 
it is no longer wauteil, or when the 
oMrner requests, and in case of any dam- 
age the owner should be intonned and 
satisfaction given. Simple as these 
rules are, ana strange as it may seem 
that any ojie should neglect them, there 
i.s pr(>bably no one source of trouble 
between neighbors so fruitful as care- 
lessness or wilful neglect of duty and 
common decency in these niattt^rs. It 
is extremely anrcyinjr, when in need of 
a tool to Le unable to lind it, nnd e«ij)e- 
ciallyso when one does not know which 
of two or th: ee oa'e'e«.s neighbors to 
blame for the annoyance. 

I know a man who makes great pro- 
fessions of religious faith, aiid whoso 
sincerity I do nt)t pretend to judge, who 
has had in constant u?e, lor a year at a 
time, tools whieh belonged to a neigh- 
bor, and which s;iid neio-hbor had to re- 

J)lace, not knowing where they were 
ost; but when he found out at last who 
was at fault, it made a great ileal of 
hard feel injr. which was a good deal 
worse than the loss of the tools. 

It is a good plan to brand all tools 
with the owner's name, which will 
serve to l emind honest persons where 
they belong and will often prevent their 
being neglected. It is also a good ]>l:tn 
to keep a slate and j)encil in the tool 
house on which a memorandum should 
be made when a tool is lK)rrowed, and 
erased when it is retiiine<l— this will 
serve to remind the owner where to 
look for misHing tools. With such pre- 
cautions, and among decent neighbors, 
the farmer who owns good tools n»'ed 
not fear to follow the teaching "from 
him that would borrow of thee, turn 
thou not awav." There are, however, 
neighbors aud neighbors, and any one 
who wishes to keep his tools where he 
can tind tlu m when needed, will have 
to discriminate between the careless, 
unprincipled borrower, who never re- 
turns a borrowed tool till it is sent for, 
and the careful, conscientifMis man who 
always returns whatever he bojTOws, 
promptly and in good order. 

It IS often dimcult, where several 
men are employed on the farm, to ]>re- 
vent their borrowing and lemling tools 
without the knowledge of their employ- 
ers; this is or.e of the most fruitful 
sources of trouble, and needs careful 
attention. No hired man should bor- 
row or lend any tool without knowl- 
edge of his empioyer—tuid of the owner 
of the tool in quention. — W. D. tiul-
